The United States has suspended 
oil shipments from the Caribbean 
area to Spain for the month of 
February, it was learned on ex- 
cellent authority tonight. 

The step is understood to be 
part of a general reconsideration 
by this government of Spain's 
over-all position with regard to 
the war. 

Spain has been allowed an ex: 
tremely limited amount of fuel oil 
and gasoline from the Caribbean 
area, practically her only source 
of supply. The agreed quotas 
supply most essential needs but 
make it virtually impossible for 
Spain to gather any reserves.

WASHINGTON, Jan. -(AP)—A horror story 
scarcely paraffeled in the annals of modern war—how the 
Japanese starved, tortured and in some cases wantonly 
murdered the gallant defenders of Bataan—was told bv the 
Army and Navy tonight. 

Documented by sworn statements of officers who es- 
caped from prison camps, the joint announcement de- 
scribed a cold-blooded campaign of Savagery carried out 
after the 36,000 Americans and Filipinos on Bataan and 
Corregidor were overwhelmed by superior numbers.

“The march of death” began when thousands of prisoners were 
herded together at Mariveles air field on Bataan at daylight on 
April 10, 1942, after their surrender. Though some had food. neither 
Americans nor Filipinos were permitted to eat any of it by their 
guards. They were searched and their persona! belongings taken 
from them. ‘Those who had Japanese tokens or money in their 
possession were beheaded. 

In groups of 500 to 1,000 men, the prisoners were marched along 
the National road off Bataan toward San Fernando. in Pampanga 
province. ‘Those marchers who still had personal belongings were 
stripped of them: the Japanese slapped and beat them with sticks, 
as they marched along without food or water on a scorching hot day. 
Colonel Dyess, in a middle group, gave this description of “The 
March of Death.”

MIAMI, Fla., Jan. 


27.—(”)—The American Federation of Labor 


executive council called upon a membership of six and a half million 
workers today for strict adherence to the no-strike pledge, cautioning 
them that tremendous military developments are impending and there 
must not be needless loss of a single life. 


The council also urged that 
food be sent to the children of 
Nazi-occupied countries, saying 
that “strategy and humanity unite 
their pleas that these children be 
saved.” 

President William Green, in a 
news conference, said the coun- 
cil had directed that AFL officers 
“emphasize to all members the 
necessity of maintaining the no- 
strike pledge made to the Presi- 
dent. 

“We have arrived,” Green con- 
tinued, “at a period in the war) 
where the need and demand for 
uninterrupted operations have 
reached their highest point. 

“No matter how great the griev- 


ance, or how aggravated a situa- 
tion might be, there can be no 
justification for local strikes or 
local stoppages of work. We are 
on the eve of tremendous develop- 
ments, a time when perhaps we 
are close up to a military move- 
ment which will involve the lives 
of millions of American boys.” 

New war bond subscriptions 
aggregating $4,165,000 were pleged 
in the fourth war loan drive by 
a group of AFL unions at a din- 
ner given by the council last night.

University Founders’ Day 

The University of Georgia, the first state university to be 
chartered, yesterday honored the granting of that charter 159 
years ago. 

A distinguish® audience was present to have presented to it 
the great-great-great-granddaughter of Josiah Meigs, the first 
president of the actual University of Georgia, to hear an impressive 
and thought-provoking address by one of its distinguished alumni, 
Pope Brock, Atlanta attorney. 

Mr. Brock recalled that Abraham Baldwin, who wrote the 
charter, and served as president during the turbulent days when 
the University was being brought into physical being, had the 
support of Thomas Jefferson in setting the standards of the 
University. 

It was to be one which would, by teaching the sciences, 
produce graduates mentally disciplined and adequately educated 
to comprehend the great problems of their time and thereby to be 
available for leadership in thought and in government. 

He called upon the University of Georgia and all universities, 
not to abandon technology and vocational instruction, .but never- 
theless to examine their curriculums and to determine if they 
should not be revised back toward the Sciences. 

“A marked departure was made in the methods, the content 
and quality of education offered the youth of this nation in the 
early days of this century, and it was soon thereafter that political 
management began to prove so inferior to its tasks, so unequal! to 
its opportunities,” he said. 

He declared that mathematics, history, the languages, 
economics and the physical sciences generally constitute the 
subject pattern of a liberal education and provide the means 
tor a mental and spiritual discipline that qualifies for leadership. 

He nailed down this point by his statement that when war 
came and it was necessary to find leaders, the generals and 
admirals went searching for young men who knew mathematics, 
history, languages and the physical sciences. They demanded not 
a superficial knowledge, but actual knowledge, and they came 
up with a shock when they discovered what our schools had not 
done. 

It was an inspiring address, asking of us all that we combat 
demagoguery and ignorance with knowledge, and careless, indif- 
ferent thinking with disciplined thought. 

Abraham Baldwin, Thomas Jefferson and Josiah Meigs were 


no doubt listening. And applauding. 


Pitiful Exhibition 

It should be a simple matter to pass a bill providing a method 
of furnishing a ballot covering the presidential, senatorial and 
house races for the election next November to every man and 
woman in the services. The Army leadership has said such a 
plan can be carried out. What the Army cannot do, is distribute 
separate ballots according to state to each man and woman in 
the service. That is impossibly cumbersome. 

But congress, in its historic genius for confusing any issue, no 
matter how simple, must inject party politics and sectional 
prejudices into even so straightforward a proposal as that of 
making it possible for GI Joe to remain a citizen, with a citizen’s 
rights, while he wears the uniform of a man fighting to preserve 


those rights for all citizens. 
No wonder there was a touch of heat in President Roosevelt’s 


message on this question. 


Obvious | 
Findings by a special house committee which charge the 


National War Labor Board of violating the constitution in many 
of its rulings are so obviously correct and logical the only wonder 
is that proper action to curb the board was not taken much 
earlier. 

It is, for instance, impossible to reconcile with the guarantees 
of personal liberty contained in the constitution, the custom 
known as the “closed shop”’ under which American citizens are 
denied employment unless they belong to, and pay dues to, a 
designated labor union. It is repugnant to the American ideals of 
personal liberty to thus sanction compulsory membership, in, and 
compulsory contribution to, any organization or authority other 
than the government itself. No American should be compelled 
to pay any tribute other than his lawfully due taxes. 

And it is equally obvious that the denial of judicial review of 
decisions to either party involved, is a denial of the constitutional 
right of appeal to the proper courts for redress of wrong. 

The public, at least that portion of it which has not permitted 
its thinking to be shackled, will welcome the committee findings 
as bringing the first ray of hope to a condition which is obviously 
un-American and dangerous to the basic rights of free men and 


women.

A Sinless Spot, and 
Shad for Brain Food 


ATHENS, Ga., Jan. 27.—You follow the 
pleasantly curving roads and at last there is the 
muddy Oconee and then Athens and the Uni- 
versity. 

The river sets you to thinking and to chuckling. Today, 159 
years ago, the state legislature of Georgia accepted the charter for a 
State university. Abraham Baldwin, Yale graduate, friend of the 
old general, Nathaniel Greene, had worked out‘a charter, sending 
to Yale for a copy of the charter of that institution and finding it 
all but worthless because of the fact it was a royal charter and not 
suited to a new republic and one of its institutions of learning. 

They had the charter. North Carolina was to be first with a 
building because, of course, here in Georgia we must dispute and 
— was much dispute as to which locale would have the uni- 
versity. 

“The sickly coast” was out from the start. Too many young men 
died there from fever and from the miasma. It was 1801 before 
Baldwin led a party into the wilds of Jackson county (then as large 
as a dozen of our modern counties) and went north until Baldwin 
liked a small plateau above the Oconee where it swirled, crystal 
clear, along some rocks near a clump of cedars. Hunters called it 
Cedar shoals. They envisioned not merely a university, but a town, 
and a town rising there on the plateau could be called but one 
name—Athens. 

They wanted a healthy place, and they had it. They wanted 
a spot far from the sinless ways of the world, where young minds 
might take up knowledge without the warring interruptions of the 
material world. 

They wanted food and milk, and it was to be had. There also 
was shad in the river, fat shad running all the way up the crystal 
streams from the sickly coast ... that was in 1801 before the plows 
and the carelessness of man muddied the streams and drove the 


shad back. 

ASK OF THE CHEROKEES They had to go 100 miles to 
Augusta for lime and nails. 

And they had to ask permission of the Cherokee nation to trans- 

port lime and nails through their lands. 

A three-story building, patterned after the chief building at 
Yale, began to go up. It was 1805 before the western half was 
finished. They named it after Ben Franklin. So proud of it were 
they that they bought lightning rods for it and bought an insurance 
policy from the Phoenix company of London. 

Up in Virginia, Thomas Jefferson was interested. He wrote 
President Josiah Meigs in 1803 warning him not to let the college 
be shackled by the clerical chains of New England if it hoped to 
teach science, and Meigs dreamed of “kindling a scientific fire on 
this Mount Pisgah which will make iridical the peninsula of 
California.” 

Meigs was always measuring something, the flow of the spring, 
in winter and summer, and, finally, how far the angels fell in their 
nine days of swirling down from Heaven after the fall. 

He used the formula for falling bodies and he found the bottom- 
Jess pit to be 363 miles, and more, deep. He was a brilliant scientist 
for his time and one of those indefatigable men. He was a great 
Democrat and had left Yale because of the Tories there. He was 
a Jeffersonian Democrat, an ardent one, and this got him into 
trouble with some, and religion got into politics and that hurt 
him, too. 

In 1810 he was asked to make the Fourth of July speech and 
there was a response to the toast: “The University of Georgia— 
struggling against prejudice and illiberality—may its usefulness yet 
defeat the views of malignity.” 

They made it so unpleasant he resigned, and with a sigh of 
relief they elected a minister in his place. The minister refused 
and the University, after a struggle, was suspended. It was re- 


vived for five years and suspended again. 
OLD HICKORY It is no wonder people love it. You think of 
that, too, riding into the city and seeing the 
campus and the buildings. It is an Old: Hickory of institutions, 
toughened in fiber by the winds of adversity. It still struggles 
against occasional prejudices and it never has had enough money. 
But it has survived and grown and long ago it could be said, in 
answer to the toast of 1810, that its usefulness had defeated “the 
views of malignity.” 

Great men havé gone out from its doors. From them, too, have 
come thousands of persons whose names never made news but who, 
nevertheless, went home With a love of the institution in their 
hearts and some of its strength and character in their character. 

It has given strength to the people and the people give it back 
strength. We have seen that. It will have other days in which 
it must fight ignorance and prejudice and illiberality, but it will 
win again. Always it will win. 

Wars have come and gone and now the feet of soldiers and 
sailors march here on the streets. They fight for freedom and the 


dignity of the individual—something the university always has 


fought to protect. 
Somehow, you know it is going to be all right.

It Takes 100 Men 
To Launch a Ship 


You have read many stories in your paper 
about ship launchings. You've seen many pic- 
tures. And the general impression you get from 
printed word and picture is that a ship is launched 
by a woman, dressed in her best, who hits it with a bottle of cham- 
pagne in a rope basket and thus starts it sliding into the water. 
Invariably the champagne splashes all over the lady and any nearby 
spectators who, presumably, hurry home to wring out the sodden 
garments and strain the precious beverage through cheese cloth. 
The real story of a launching, however, is far different. To do 
the job it requires a lot of advance preparation and the services of 
a lot of highly skilled workers. It is estimated, for instance, that 
it takes more than 100 men to launch a 10,000-ton merchant ship. 
How many are required for the launching of a 35,000-ton battleship 
deponent doesn’t disclose. 


SOME ODD JOBS There are some odd jobs connected with a 

launching which the average individual 
rarely hears about, F’rinstance, did you know that before a launch- 
ing deep sea divers inspect the bottom of the water into which the 
ship will slide, just to make sure there are no obstructions? 

And, if you remember, there are usually a couple of guys in a 
rowboat gently sculling around on the surface where the ship will 
float. They are there to signal when tide and current are just right 
and, shortly before the ship starts down the ways, you’ll see them 
rowing for dear life to get out of the way at the last moment. 

To prepare those launching ways is a job in itself. There are, 
for our 10,000-ton merchant ship, two runways 600 feet long. First of 
all, when they’re beginning the launching job, they pour 14 barrels 
of liquid wax onto those runways. Then, two tons of grease are 
smoothly laid upon them. 


LAUNCHING CRADLE There is a sort of timber skeleton 


° affair known as a launching cradfe 
on which the ship rests as it is going down to the water. This is 
built under the hull and the weight of the vessel has to be deli- 
cately shifted from the keel blocks, which have upheld it during the 
building, to the launching cradle. And there is some more old tim- 
ber support known as “bilge cribbing’”’ which has to be burned off 
hours before the lady with the champagne bottle does her stuff. 

The last heavy blocks below the hull are taken out three or four 
hours before the actual smashing of the bottle. And it takes careful 
timing, too, to butt loose all the timber shoring under the ship so the 
delicate balance shall not be disturbed. And there are huge cables, 
which have to cut instantly by one stroke of a heavy axe, just as 
the signal comes to the worker poised before each cable. 

The force which actually pushes the ship to start it down the 
ways is hydraulic and this has to be timed so exactly they use 
electric signals, with light globes that go on and off, to tell the 


worker. in charge when to release that hydraulic gear. 

And, it has been known that a lady sponsor, in her excitement 
or clumsiness or something, has failed to break the champagne bot- | 
tle. And the sea is an arena with many superstitions, one of which 
makes it exceedingly bad luck for the ship that slides into the 
water without the proper breaking of said bottle. 

So, unnoticed by the cheering crowds, there is always some in- 
conspicuous workman operating a device which makes certain the 
smashing of the bottle even if the lady sponsor’s swing is woefully 
inadequate. 

So, you should by now understand why it requires at least 100 | 
trained workers to launch an average ship, in addition to the lady | 
and the bottle of wine who is in the spotlight. |

$10 for some household article, 
perhaps a wash-wringer, up to 
the sum of $3,000 a year.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—In an intemperate 
outburst against two of his fellow Republicans— 
Secretary of War Stimson and Secretary of the 
Navy Knox, whom he accuses of “running for a 
fourth term’’—Senator Robert A. Taft, of Ohio, has let the cat out 
of the bag as to the real cause of opposition to the soldier vote bill 

The two service department heads have served notice on con- 
gress that the Army and Navy cannot undertake to distribute cum- 
bersome state ballots to men and women in the armed services 
because of the great difficulties of such a task. 

Instead, they have asked congress to make provision for a simple 
federal ballot, confined to candidates for President and vice presi- 
dent and for congress. 

From the beginning Republicans have been under suspicion of 
opposing the bill for the reason that all of the available evidence 
indicates that a vast majority of the servicemen and women are 
prepared to vote for the re-election of President Roosevelt, their 
commander-in-chief, 

That suspicion now seems to be well enough confirmed by the 
statement of Senator Taft. If he did not see some advantage to 
the administration in the simple federal ballot proposed by Demo- 
cratic leaders, then how could he accuse Secretaries Stimson and 
Knox of “running for a fourth term” by favoring the bill? 

Obviously, if the Republicans thought it would be to their ad- 
vantage to allow the soldiers to vote, the accusation would not stand. 
The two cabinet officers are, therefore, charged with furthering 
Mr. Roosevelt’s campaign for re-election by urging a method to 
facilitate the voting of soldiers. 


GOP OPPOSED BILL FROM OUTSET No clearer admis- 


sion could be made 
of the real purposes behind the Republican opposition to the legis- 
lation. Ever since the bill was first proposed they, or a majority 
of them, have raised every possible objection to its passage, short 
of opposing it outright. This they have dared not do, of course, for 
fear of further antagonizing the soldiers. 

But every possible obstacle has been thrown in the way of 
passage. All of their efforts have been bent on scuttling the meas- 
ure, or rendering it ineffective. That was the effect of the amend- 
ment attached to the first bill passed on the subject recently by 
the senate, which referred the matter back to the individual states 
for solution. 

Southern state’s-rights senators made it possible for the Re 
publicans to win out by joining them on a purely extraneous issue. 
It was a windfall which the Republicans had not counted on. They 
seized upon the opportunity with enthusiasm. 

Now that pressure from the home front and from the fighting 
men themselves has forced the issue into. the open again, the Re- 
publicans are up to their old tricks. They are doing everything 
possible to delay or defeat action. 

Evidently they are-much impressed with the results of a recent 
poll taken of the servicemen by the American Institute of Public 
Affairs, which showed that the coming presidential election might 
easily turn on the soldier vote, then predominantly pro-Roosevelt. 

If the Republicans accept the results of the poll at face value, 
it is only natural, of course, that they should be willing to see the 
ballot denied. All of the evidence is that they are more than will- 
ing. The only startling thing about it is that some Democrats 
should be found willing to lend themselves to the defeatist pro- 
gram, when it might mean the loss of the coming election. 


SIMPLIFICATION IS ESSENTIAL The position of Secre 
: tary Stimson and Sec- 


retary Knox in the matter is entirely practical. What they have 
said is that it would be all but impossible for the Army and Navy 
to handle the distribution of 48 voluminous separate ballots trom 
the individual states. 

They have quite reasonably asked that the ballot be simplified 
as much as possible, with only the candidates for federal offices 
listed. That will be task enough alone, when it is considered that 
provision will have to be made for furnishing the ballots to some 
10,000,000 men and women in the armed services now scattered over 
all parts of the world. 

Proposals for furnishing the soldiers and sailors with complete 
state ballots is further impractical when it is remembered that 
some of these ballots will bear as many as a hundred or more 
names—candidates for every conceivable state, county and munici- 
pal office. 

Even if the servicemen knew the candidates, which they will 
not in a majority of the cases, they, for the most part, will have 
no means of knowing what the issues are because of their long 
absence from the home scene. The result would be voting by chance. 

To some extent the same thing will apply in the various con- 
gressional contests, but here it will be possible to draw a line more 
closely than in the other elections about which little information, 
if any, will be available to men away from home at some Army 
post or battle front. 

The practical thing to do under all the circumstances, it seems, 
is to limit the ballot to federal offices, as proposed by those who 
are making a genuine effort to give the servicemen an opportunity 
to vote. That is about as far as the exigencies of the situation 
permit us to go. To try to do more is to complicate the problem 
beyond redemption. Only those who have a purpose to serve in 
denying the servicemen the vote would do that.

Reporting that approximately 
1,000,000 deférred farm workers 
are not fathers and that about 
400,000 are under 22, Command- 
er Patrick H. Winston, assistant 
executive of National Selective 
Service Headquarters, stated: 


“Non-fathers and young men 
cannot . . be left on the farm 
while fathers take their places 
in the armed forces unless such 
registrants are devoting suffi- 
cient time to their agricultural 
occupations and by their 
own efforts are producing food 
in such a substantial amount as 
to justify their deferment.” 

Winston related that industry 
had been told to prepare to 
make young and single regis- 
trants available for induction, 
and said: 

“We can ill afford to further 
defer farm registrants whose 
production does not substantial- 
ly exceed their own family con- 
sumption and add to-the nation’s 
food supply.”

An amendment to the select- 
ive service law requires defer- 
ment of registrants, regardless 
of their dependency status, who 
are deemed necessary to and 
regularly engaged in agricultur- 
al occupations, Late in 1942, se- 
lective service devised a yard- 
stick of farm activity in terms 
of “war units” and set an indi- 
vidual 16-unit objective as a 
guide for agricultural classifica- 
tion. 

Winston, speaking before the 
National Council of Private Mo- 
tor Truck Owners, Inc., said 
some registrants had been de- 
ferred although they were cred- 
ited with as little as eight war 
units of production. He added: 

“It may well be that in the 
forthcoming agricultural season 
16 war units will cease to be 
merely a guide and will become 
the minimum of individual ac- 
tivity.” 

He said 1944 food production 
goals must be met, but the ques- 
tion was “whether we need to 
continue the deferment of non- 
fathers and exceedingly young 
men for this purpose.” 

Winston reported that to meet 
the goal of the armed forces for 
11,300,000 men by July 1, more 
than 1,400,000 men, including 
about 600,000 - replacements, 
would be needed.

The four years of bitter occupa- 
tion in the last war brought about |

Belgium, and today, reborn, it is 
one of the strongest and most dar- 
ing in the world, according to Dr. 


Jan Albert Goris, commissioner of | 
information for Belgium in this | 


hemisphere. 

The brutality of the Germans in 
the last war made an indelible 
mark on ‘the lives, and in the 
minds of the people, and today 
they are sabotaging every effort 
of the enemy government. There 
are more than 200 small under- 
ground newspapers which appear 
regularly, telling the people when 
and where to act in a manner 
most destructive to the Germans. 

One paper, published for rail- 
road workers, has been most ef- 
fective in slowing up the trans- 
portation facilities of the country. 

Dr. Goris, in an interview yes- 
terday, said the Belgium guerillas 
are not only receiving guns and 
ammunition from friendly na- 
tions, but are also taking weapons 
from the Germans, They are con 
stantly warring on the enemy in 
the southern section of the coun- 
try where the terrain 
tainous and wooded.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—(#)— 
Congressional conferees on the 
new tax bill today gave their fi- 
nal approval to a long series of 
excise tax increases designed to 
collect more than a billion dollars 
additional a year from wartime 
spenders.

The bill raises postal rates an 
estimated $96,900,000 a year, and 
the house conferees agreed to the 
senate’s proposed doubling of 
third-class rates.

The house 
had voted two cents per dime, but 
the senate plan was adopted to 
give relief to shows with odd-cents 
admission prices. 

A compromise 20 per cent re- 
tail tax was worked out on lug- 
gage, purses and handbags in 
place of the 15 per cent rate voted 
by the senate and the 25 per cent 
favored by the house.

A proposed increase in the tax 
on light bulbs was passed over 
for the time being, as was a pari- 
mutuel betting tax which had 
been voted by the house but was 
rejected by the senate.

Monument Proposed 


For Colonel Dyess 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.-—(A) 
The house heard a_ proposal to- 
day for erection of a monument 
at the grave of Lieutenant Colo- 
nel *William Edwin Dyess, shortly 
before his story of Japanese tor- 
tures inflicted on American and 
Filipino war prisoners was -dis- 
closed to the American public. 

Representative Russell, Demo- 
crat, Texas, read into the Con- 
gressional Record a letter from 
John H. McGaughey, publisher of 
the Albany (Texas) News, who 
suggested the marker for the air 
hero of Bataan, a recent airplane 
crash victim in California. 

In the letter, McGaughey re- 
called that Dyess had led a group 
into the hills after 
of Bataan, and that one of his last | 
missions in the air was a “bomb- 
ing” attack on Jap ships in Subic 
bay, with the bombs tied to his 
pursuit plane.

During Colonel Dyess’ 361 days 
as a prisoner of war, he received 
$10 in pay from the Japanese. To 
get the $10 he was forced to sign 
a statement saying that he had 
received more than $250, with 
clothes, food and lodging. No 
clothes were issued until Ameri- 
can and British Red Cross sup- 
plies began to arrive at Davao, 
an event C olonel Dyess’ statement 
describes as “the salvation of the 
American prisoners of war.” 

Food was slightly better at 
Davao. In addition to rice, the 
prisoners received once a day a 
small portion of mango beans, and | 
some camotes, green papayas, 
casavas or cooking bananas. How- 
ever, most of the prisoners already 
were suffering from beri-beri and 
the food was not sufficient to pre- 
vent the disease from progressing. 
Although oranges and _ lemons 
were abundant in the vicinity, the 
Japanese would: not allow the 
prisoners to have them. The bru- 
tality of Japanese officers con- 
tinued. One lieutenant habitually 
beat prisoners. According to the 
statement of Colonel Mellnik, 
this lieutenant had done most of 
his fighting at the rear when in 
action, and had been assigned to 
prison duty as a punishment. He 
avenged himself on the prisoners. 

The camp commandant made a 
speech to the prisoners shortly aft- 
er their arrival.

The arrival of two Red Cross 
boxes for each prisoner early in 
1943 caused joy beyond descrip- 
tion among the prisoners, accord- 
ing to the statements of the three 
officers. The boxes’ contained 
chocolate bars, cheese, tinned 
meats and sardines, cigarets, a 
portion each of tea, cocoa, salt, 
pepper and sugar. Most important 
of all. quinine and sulfa drugs 
were included. 

The Red Cross supplies had 
heen received aboard a diplomatic 
ship in Japan in June, 1942. The 
prisoners never learned why it 
took them seven months to reach 
Davao. 

A few days before Commander 
McCoy, Colonel Mellnik, and Colo- 
nel Dyess escaped from Davao on 
April 4, 1943, one of the Ameri- 
can prisoners, a hospital orderly, 
was wantonly murdered by a 
Japanese sentry. 

The orderly was digging ca- 
motes, Colonel Mellnik reported, 
outside the hospital stockade and 
directly beneath a watch tower.

guise if necessary, and enjoying 
from two to six miles of oxygen 
on the hoof every day; real exer- 
cise is the best corrective, preven- 
tive or antidote you can take for 
“wervousness.” 

It is difficult to teach people 
who, in their smug conceit, think 
they know more about “nerves” 
and “nervous exhaustion” than I 
do, the great remedial value of 
exercise for what really ails them. 
I have found that belly breathing 
or somersaulting tends to ration- 
alize their thinking and even make 
them want to do something—and 
people who have something to do 
are not obsessed by “nervous- 
ness.”

Make Your Own Bread! 
It’s Easy If You Know How

Upon occasion some of us try our 
hand with hot rolls, but that is 
just about the extent of our 
knowledge of or _ experience 
with yeast-ralsed breads. Many 
cooks, even experienced ones, have 
an idea that yeast-raised breads 
are difficult. They are not any 
more difficult than quick breads, 
they’re only slower. And after 
one has taken due cognizance of 
one of two facts about yeast 
breads, a little practice can pro- 
duce rather excellent bread. 

As in all things not thoroughly 
familiar, a recipe should be fol- 
lowed carefully. And in the case 
of yeast, 
“dissolve or soften yeast in luke- 
warm water or milk,” be certain 
the liquid is not hotter than luke- 
warm. Too much heat will de- 
stroy the yeast organisms, which, 
as they multiply, cause the bread 
to rise. The right amount of 
warmth encourages their growth. 


A little bewilderment might 
arise from the instructions “knead 
until smooth and light.” Or “un- 
til velvety to the touch.” These 
phrases really do aptly express 
what is meant and desirable in a 
yeast dough, but now that I’m 
telling you about it, I can think 
of no way to describe the motions 
of kneading dough. A few tries 
when someone shows you, and you 
get the hang of it right away. 
Since I can’t show you I’ll describe 
the method as best I can. When 
dough has had enough flour mix- 
ed in to make it possible to han- 
die, turn it out on a lightly flour- 
ed Board. Then you fold dough 
over with the fingers In one move- 
ment: in the next you punch it 
down with a light but firm touch 
with the heels of both hands. As 
you knead the dough it will be- 
come sticky, but do not add any 
more flour than is necessary to 
overcome stickiness;* too much 
flour makes a heavy dough and 
bread of coarse texture. As the 
kneading proceeds the dough will 
become lighter to the touch and 
correct kneading will in 10 or 15 
minutes produce a dough of 
smooth, velvety texture, springy 
to the touch. At this point the 
dough should be placed in a bowl, 
the top lightly greased, the bowl 
covered and set aside in a warm 
place. 

When dough has risen to twice 
its size it should be punched down 
to rise again, or made into loaves 
or rolls as the recipe indicates. 
But follow each recipe carefully

It was too prosaic to: work 
through the time-proven agencies 
for social education and control, 
such as those I had named and 
reiterated to her in private dis- 
cussion. Besides, you didn’t rate 
headlines in that manner. 


She apparently wanted the gov- 
‘ernment to create some new alpha- 
betical agency and let her declaim 
to her ignorant fellow citizens. 
She desired to “grandstand” with 
her social service and I presume 
wear a distinctive uniform. 


Sybil didn’t want to do things 
in the prosaic but sure fashion. 
She wanted to start some new 
highfalutin psychiatric organiza- 
tion. 

We have too many societies 
now. We have too many govern- 
mental agencies. We have _ too 
many college men and women at 
Washington, D. C., just like Sybil. 

They keep making us more 
problems than they started out to 
solve, for they lack good old-fash- 
ioned “horse sense” and gumption.

Mr. Rickey is a smart and wise man of baseball and his con- 

tribution to the game over a long period has been important, no 
doubt. This is not, therefore, intended as a critical or controversial 
piece inspired by personal animosity. 
I just couldn't help but notice that a week ago Rickey had made 
the headlines by forecasting the doom of the Double-A leagues and 
the SoutHern.

if Wally Butts notified both Georgia Tech and L. 8S. U. 
and forwarded a copy of his letters to Commissioner Mike 
Conner, about the five transfer students he intended to play— 
“had to play in order to be sure of fielding a team.” he says— 
then the $500 fine imposed on Georgia appears slightly out 
of line. Especially in view of the fact the S. E. C. amended 
its rules later to permit such performers to play. 

Neither Tech nor L. 8S. U. objected, Butts declares, and 
he used the players. Conner’s reply was merely to cite the 
S. E. C. rule on the subject. 

Personally, I think Butts did a commendable thing in 
carrying on in the face of terrific odds. He had a whole 
backfield vanish right out from under him a few days before 
the season started because of Army regulations. Football 
almost had to be abandoned. Only quick work, agile think- 
ing and a dogged determination of the coach enabled the Bull- 
dogs to go into action at all. 

_ Not one of the five ineligibles participated in varsity ball 
at the school whence they came, Butts states, and one of 
them, from Tulsa, hadn't even played freshman ball. 

“As far as my coaching record is concerned,” says the 
het-up Wally, “I would have been better off if we had can- 
celled the entire schedule when the player shortage devel- 
oped. But I love the game ...and upon my board’s authori- 
zation we went on and played.” 

I think Mr. Conner and the entire S. E. C. might have 
taken all those points into consideration—particularly the 
fact Butts and Georgia carried on courageously and kept foot- 
ball alive at their school. Slight infractions of conference 
rulings in wartime can be overlooked; indeed, the S. E. C. 
has since taken off the lid. 

All of that might be mitigating circumstances. Why not 
rescind the fine and give Wally a hearty clap on the back?
